(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
admitted prior art in view of James. It is taken to be admitted prior art that temperature 
control systems in which a valve means that provides refrigerant to two evaporators 
having two valve members 30a, 30b moved by a stepper motor from a CLOSE-CLOSE 
position to a CLOSE-OPEN position, OPEN-OPEN position and a OPEN-CLOSE 
position in order to bring two chambers to prescribed temperatures is conventional in 
view of pages 1 -3 and Figures 5A -5F of the specification. James teaches the use of a 
valve 220 having an inlet port 330 and two outlets ports 340i, 340 n positioned in a 
sealed space in order to control refrigerant flow to two evaporators. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have 
modified the admitted prior art system of such that it included the use of a valve having 
a inlet port and two outlets ports positioned in a sealed space in order to control 
refrigerant flow to the two evaporators in view of the teachings of James. It is inherent 
in the admitted prior art stepper motor valve drive that the valve outlet ports are 
gradually opened and closed. The specific speed of the stepper motor drive, the 
separation between the outlet ports and the ratio of the open time of the each outlet port

are considered to having been obvious matters of engineering design choice based 
upon the specific cooling requirements of the chambers. 
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
